There have 
been no night sessions, and niomhcrs con- 
erally nianifestud roluctanco tu get down 
to work JJext week, liowever, tliey will 
have to make up tlicir nilijila lo fact, the 
music, inasmuch aa the ostiiimtcs are 
down, and Mr. Foster iiropuses to ssk tho 
House to commonce voting the supplies 
oil Tueaday. Mr. l'\iater is a rising in.m. 
The prejudices which forniorly existed 
against him in tho Hoti.-ju aro ni]iidly 
wearing awaj', and to-day there i.s no man 
in Canada whoso stock is going up more 
rapidly than that of (juurgo Eida.s 
Foster. Since tlio beginning of ihu year 
ho has delivered two important siieeclics — 
non-political in character — which were 
acknowledged by all those who heard 
them at the respective banquets of the 
Toronto aiid Montreal Boards of Trade, 
to ho jj(tr wct i/oici!, lliu apueclie.'! of the 
two gatherings. Mr. Fuatcr will proba- 
bly receive a fow hard rubs from .Sir 
llichard C'urtwright, but I fancy tlie Fin 
ance Minister ia fully equal in debate or 
reparle* to tiie former occupant of tho 
position, and will give a Roland for Sir 
Richard's Oliver every time. 

TUB KSTI.MATE-i. 

I telegraphed 'I'hk Colonist last ovon- 
inc; a digest of the o-stiniates for the next 
fiscal year, and little further can bu said 
in reference to tlicin. Thi.s point, iiow- 
over, should not bo overlooked ; That 
whereas, when tho estiniatos caiue down 
last year, tho sum of S17,<iOO for tho line 
of ateamura between San Francisco and 
Victoria was missing, this year the item 
duly appears, 

HON. MR. DBWDNKY. 

The first tilt of the .session occurred on 
Wednesday afternoon. At tlie re(juent uf 
tho Opposition leader Sir John briefly 
specified the changes in the tniiiiatry 
which have taken plaou since loat scsaion.

Ho highly eulogised Mr. Dewdney, and 
said that no roBponsibility could bo tiied 
on tliat gentleman for the uprising on the 
SaskutcIiBwaii. " I take that all on niy 
own ahouldors," said tho I'romier. lie- 
fore closing ho repeated that no blamo 
could be attached to Mr. Dewdney. Sir 
Richard Oartwright, in his desire to have 
a slap at tho Government, forgot all about 
Ids leador'a stand. Hu absolved Mr. 
Dewdney from all blame in tlie matter, 
and attrilnited the rebellion Lo Coveni- 
nient negligence entirely. I'eter .Mitcliell 
wound up tho dohute with some of his 
acrimonious and rasping remarks and 
then the storm subsided. The advice 
which is now being tendered tho opposi- 
tion is not to "go back" on their louder, 
but to endeavor, whenever they try to 
niako an attack on tho Government, to 
act concerte41y. Sir Richard's rt^uudia- 
t'on of Mr. Laurier was a fine Dit of 
comedy. 

.MR. IIAKKU, .M. p. 

Regret ia expressed that Mr. I3aker 
will not be able to attend to his Pai - 
lianientnry duties this session. Ho 
leaves for Victoria on Monday and ia 
probable that ho will not again Visit 
Ottawa before prorogation. Rumor has 
it that Mr, Baker is annoyod at some 
political "dicker," in which it waa aaid 
he was interested, not coining olF, but 
people here can hardly believe — -no mat- 
ter how much one's personal predilections 
may liava been thwarted— that Mr, Baker 
will allow/Snjr little disappointment he 



may feel stand in the way of his clear 
duty to his cuustituenta.

to Col. Prior has put in a busy week of it 
round tho departinonta. On Thursday 
he had a long interview with the l^ust- 
mastor-tjeneral in reference to postal mat- 
ters of inturest to Victoria, urging among 
other tilings tho appointment of a new 
letter carrier for the city, and on the 
strength of this representation Hon. Mr.

Hon. John U. I'opo is very seriously 
ill, and it ii doubtful wheUior ho will ever 
take his seat in tho House this suasion. A 
report was current this week that he had 
placed hia resignation in tho hands of the 
Premier, but this is altogether incorrect. 
Mr. Pope has been anxious tu re.sign his 
portfolio for months, but bus been in- 
duced to hold on .it the jiarticular request 
of Sir John Macdonald. The Premier 
cannot contemplate without emotion the 
ideaof losuij; his old colleague. Through 
thick and thin they have stuck by uiie an- 
other, and the thought must come huino 
forcibly to Sir Julin, as ho sees his old 
collenijuea leaving him ono by 
one, how tnieertuin life is. There 
will bo no Ministerial changes 
during the sosaioil, but there 
seema to be a general consensus of opinion 
that Mr. Pope will retire after the si s- 
sion. He is a wealthy man and takes 
more delight in looking after hi.s thorongh- 
bi-uds ill tlio Eastern Townships than in 
adiuinisteriiig the allnirs of the railway de- 
partment. L'n'less his coiiilition changes 
for the worse vory aoon it ia thought 
there will be a chaiiuo of prulongintr liia 
life by hia removal lohis country seat and 
in that case the belief is that thu railway 
department will say good bye to him for 
ever. At present the veteran Premier is 
administering the affairs of the depart- 
ment. A good deal of speculation ia, of 
course, buing indulged in relative to Mr. 
Pope's successor in odice, the three nami:s 
most favorably mentioned being Deputy 
Speaker Colby, Mr. iiall, M.P., and Mr. 
Ires, the latter being Mr. Pope's soo-in- 
law. All three are Eastern Townshijis 
men. A vacnnc}' created by Mr. Pope's 
retirement would necessarily go to a Pro- 
vince of Quebec man, although it does not 
follow that the new minister would be ap- 
pointed to the niilway portfolio.

When a 
merctiant knows that he has nothing to 
fear from governmental inturforencu, he 
tfooi to work with confidence and com- 
pletes the transactions which, at the time, 
appear to afford him a fair prospect of 
profit. But if he has reason to expect 
that extensive changes will be niadu in 
the taritl", ho does not feel himself war- 
ranted in running ;vny risks. iJe c uniot 
tell but that the change nmy altcct the 
very commodity lie is dealing in, antl that 
ohango may be so great a.^ to coiuploiely 
alter the nature of the tnuisation in which 
he desires to engage, lie does not l;uuw 
where the blow niiiy fall, and ho cun»o- 
quently refrains from doing what, if this 
element of uncertainty were eliminated, 
might be a successful stroke of business. 
Thik annual uncertainty is felt most un- 
pleasantly by all n'ho are engaged in 
foreign trade, and it is, therefore, the 
duty of Govenunent, having once revised 
the tariff, afterwards to make as few 
changes as possible. 

Wo liave no uiean.-i of Itnowing vi\iM 
influence the numerous (it-pulations have 
had on the now Muiislerof Finance, liut 
■wo do not think th.'it he will bo inclined 
to make any very important changes. Ho 
is a prudent man, and will be most likely 
disposed to let well enough alone. We 
are confirmed in this belief by the tune of 
an article which appeared in the Montreal 
Gazette of the lltli inst. The article being 
in the leading Conservative newspaper in 
the principal commercial city of tlio Uo- 
niinion is, wo suspect, intended to fore- 
shadow the conr.-u whicli the < Jovernnient 
intends to pursue, it says: —

bo advantagcouKly mmliticd ; but it, i< hold, 
and witli strong ru.as'iu, that, all intere.'itH 
being con.-iidercd, it is lietter that it slniuhl 
remain ponnanciit in nil its csHonlial par- 
ticulars, rat her than that tlio )jrobability 
of itn annual change should constitute a 
contimious disturbing element in the com- 
mercial situation, Tiiu Government could 
not well make a muro satisfactory un- 
nouncomont than that thoy fully recogniz- 
ed this priiici]d<', which .vould ;it once re- 
lieve business men of a cause of an.\iely, 
and miniators of the prcssnro of deloga- 
tions looking for special consideration. 

The Qasetle would not, wo think, ux- 
preai itself in this wny if it were not pretty

We have received a copy of the Esti- 
mates for the fiscal year ending SOth June, 
1890.. We have hot been able to exaraino 
them closely, but a hasty look through 

them reveals the fact that there is to be a 
slight decrease m the espendituro. The 
expenditure for the current year was 
estimated at 5!3r),731),L'57, the total for 
next year is .?3r),-ti0,280, being a decrease 
of S!l,y28,ii77. The greater part of this 
reduction is in public works chargeable to 
income, which of itself is a little over a 
million dollars. The estimate for public 
buildings has been out down §577,000, 
tliat fur liarbur and river iinproveiuonts 
has been lessened by §2;3i;,0O0. There is 
840,000 less to bo expuiulod (jn the tele- 
graphs ne.xtyear than there has been dur- 
ing the current year, S-fO,(X)0 on oxpuri- 
montal farms, and $70,000 on roads and 
bridges. Somo items of expendituro do 
not appear on tliis year's estimates because 
the -works for wliieh tiiuy wore intended 
1(1 provide have been finished. This has 
been the case as regards the winter 
steamer for Prince Edward Island, $163,- 
000, and the equipment for the now 
printing bureau, $165,000. There is an 
anticipated increase in the eij)en3e of 
operating the government railways of 
.^2i>;t,000, and there is an addition of 
.^•18,000 as interust on the |mblie dubt. 

Tho oipoiuliture on capital account 
next year is to be SU,22r),()07. The con- 
siderable sum of $2,417,i-'()7 of the above 
/.mount is to go towards the 
redemption of tho public debt. 
The principal expenditure under 
this head is to be for railways and canals. 
The estimate tor these works is $0,301,- 
;!40. Then there are $400,000 for public 
works and ^100,000 on Dominion lands. 
A very large sum is to bo sjiont nc.\t year 
>n canals, amounting iu all to .$4,r)',IO,000. 
riio now Sault Sto Mario Canal lu to take 
.-ii,:WO,000 and the Cornwall Canal, VThich 
It will l)e ronioiubored gave way last fall 
just when it wa.s most wanted, 4:1,200,- 
1)00. The Williamsburg Canal ij to got 
!;800,000 and the canal between lakes St. 
Louis and St. Francis $600,000. The 
sum of two aud a half millious is to bo 
expended in the improvement of that 
l>art of tho canal system of the Dominion 
that lies between Montreal and Kingston. 

The Government will endeavor to 
stimulate the trade between Eastern Can- 
ula and Soutli America by granting asuh- 
.-idy of .9;l)0,000 to a lino of steainsliips, 
which IS to run between Uulifa.'t and .St. 
.lolin and tho West Indies and South 
.\morica. At tlio same time the failure 
I if the subvention policy in another 
direction is admitted by withdraw- 
ing tho subsidy of §00,000 uii'ered 
to a lino of steamers running between 
France and Quebec, and another of 
.■^^JU.OtJO for a line lino between Uanada 
and Antwurj). 

British Columbia does not appear to bo 
very generously dealt with in tho Ksti- 
.natoH. We notice that tho sum of §4,000 
placed on the E.itimatus List year for bar- 
racks iu British Columbia has been with- 
drawn. The only item for public buildings 
in this province is 33,000 for repairs and 
improvements. For harbors and rivers 
t here are for 1889-90:

Tliere i> also an appropriation of ^io,- 
000 for dredging. Tlie auift voted for 
this provinci) last year was §54, o(X) against 
$24,300 this year. There is, however, 
u new item fur steam service between 
San Francisco and Victoria of $17,640. 
There is also an increase in the estimate 
for the expenses of the Sir James Doug- 
lass of $1,000. 'Nothing has been appro- 
priated for tlie coast survey, which is >o 
badly needed; und nothing for lighting 
and buoying tho northern const and chan- 
nols, so urgently required for tho safe 
navigation of tho waters of that jiart of 
the province. The omission of an appro- 
priation for completing the barracks for 
Battery C is ditticult to understand. It 
is to be hoped that the sum necessary t 
give that corps the accommodation which 
it so much requires will appear in the 
snpploniontary estinrntes. 

TUF TREATY -MA KING POWER. 

The following is the resolution which 
!»ir Richard Cartwright moved, and 
which was discussed in Parliament two 

dayH ago : 

" Uc^MilvtMl, that it has become a matter 
i;f extreme importance to the well being 
of the people of the Dominion that the 
Government and Parliament of Canada 
should ac(|uire the power of negotiating 
commercial troaties with foreign -States. 
That an bumble address bo presented to 
IJer Majesty, praying that she will eni- 
|)owor her representative, tho Govoriior- 
Geiieral of Canada, acting by and with tho 
.idvice of the (,)uoeu's I'rivy Council of 
Canada, to enter, liy agent or representa- 
tive of Canada, into direct communication 
with any foreign State for the purpose of 
negotiating commercial arrangements 
tending to tho advantage of Canada, aul 
ject to the jirior consent or sub,iequunt 
.approval of tho Parliament of Canada, 
■lignified by Act." 

It must seem to every one that reads 
thia resolution carefully that the power 
to ratify should go with the power to ne- 
gotiate. What M ould be tho use of Can- 
nda'a^ negotiating a treaty say, with tho 
Emporor of lirnzil, if it possessud no 
power to ])ut tho treaty in 
force ? Hut the power to en- 
force must go « ith tho power 
to ncgcjtiate and ratify. Canaila 
does not possess tliut jjower. It would Ik; 
unable to enforce tho provisions of any 
treaty it might mnlce. The nation with 
which it was made mi((ht treat Canada 
with sovereign oontempfc and might, whon - 
over it auit'^d its purpose, regard the 
treaty os so much waste ])iipor. How won 
Canada to help herself if a power she ne- 
gotiated a treaty with, openly disregarded 
its provisions? It it a humiliating thing ko 



f,ay ih this age ot theworld, but if a country 
wants to have its agreomenta with other 
nations respected it must hava nt its cjm- 
nia-id a suflicieiit amount of organized 
brute force to make itself feai-iid. lUit 
Canada has no army and does not intend 
to have an army. Shu has no tloot and 
does not fool herself rich enough to build 
and maintain a navy. What is the good 
then of Canada's desbiug to exercise the 
powers and privileges of independence 
when she is not prepared to take upon hor- 
aolf tho burdens and tho responsibilities 
of independence V Besides Canada has all 
tliat she really needs just now in tho way 
of iiegotiatmg treaties with f(jruign pow- 
ers. In any matter in which her interests 
are directly concerned she is not only 
asked but recpiirod.by the Mother Coun- 
try to take a prominent and an 
influential part. In the recent treaties 
with the United States Canada did her 
full share of ncgotiatin,^, and she had the 
privilege of ratifying or refusing to .sanc- 
tion those parts of the treaties in which 
she had a direct interest. Sir Charloa 
Tapper was emiiowered to treat with tho 
Spanish Government, and uiak« the best 
bargain he could with it for Canada. And 
when tho oonnnorcisl intoreats of tho Do- 
niiniuii require a special agreement with 
liny other nation. Great Britain, we have 
no doubt, will do all in its power to fur- 
ther such negotiations as may be neces- 
sary. If Sir Richard Cartwright wants 
independence for Canada why does he not 
agitate for it under its proper name ? 
'I'hero is nothing to hinder him, and it 
wnuld be much more logical for him to do 
tliis than to ask for virtual indopondonco 
under color of applying; for tho power of 
negotiating commercial treaties.

'i'lio lii>n. io>>vi;i relori'ed to the fact tjiat 
he had moved in ihia matter two yeara 
ago, but with little .suoocss l)eyniul having 
the duties on the iiiaeluiiery for the gov- 
ernment test works remitted. This was, 
however, a matter of snuill moment, com- 
pared to the i^reat advantages that would 
accrue to ipiarlz mining cumpanies, pro- 
viding the Uii\niniun Coverninent grant 
■v>"hat was asked for in the resnlutiou. It 
was fair to as-smno that ooMsiderable min- 
ing machinery will be requiieil at Caytioso 
Creek, Nicola, lllecillewaet, Puad Moun- 
tain, Rock Creek, and other points in 
Yale, LlUooet and Kootenay. Cariboo 
■was not included, because Cariboo had all 
tho mining machinery needed at present. 
In fact, apart irum tho Koverinnont test 
works, Cariboo had more luacliinory than 
can be u.sed unid further developments 
are made. C'ai ibuo, like moat gold bear- 
ing districts, durint; the commencement of 
their quartz era macie the fatal mis- 
take of placing their money in 
machinery and large buildings, instead 
of in development. Thu B. C. Mining 
and MillioL,' Company, Knterpriao Com- 
pany, and the l.s)iiinl .\Iounlai!i Company, 
all made the same mist.-d^e. In Cariboo 
proper, nut a shaft had yet been sunk to 
a greater depth than lUu feet, and it is 
ten years since Cariboo had its first quartz 
boom. This might sound almost incred- 
ible to quartz miners iu other countries, 
but such was the case. Mr. Mason was 
pleased to learn that the companies oper- 
ating at Xicola, Lilk")ot and other i)oint8 
are taking ailvantage uf Cariboo's o.xperi- 
oncc, and are developing their properties 
before rushing in machinery. It was in 
anticipation tiiat the companies named 
will require a very largo amount of ma- 
chinery, that he again inuved in his mat- 
ter, and was conlident, that the Uoiise was 
fully alivo to the neces.sity oi giving every 
cncotiragoment to quarts development, 
and would give the resolution their sup- 
port. 

lion. Mr. Robsou was glad that the 
hon. member for Cariboo had introducetl 
his reaoliition. While in Ottawa he had 
tried to induce tho government to adopt 
the principio of admitting all min- 
ing machinery free, 'I'ht'y had 
refused to euii.sidoi- ihi>i, however, 
making a distinction biinveen the importa- 
tion of machinery for test purposes and 
for actual operations. Uu thought the 
present was a very opportune time for tlie 
resolution introduced by the hon. member 
for Cariboo, which he thought would be 
passed unanimously by the llotiae.

J-lo th')nght the dii'y mi niiniiii; machinery 
was like a dam acru^.t I he at ream of pro- 
gress. The heavy duty at present was a 
^reat bar to the development of claims by 
individual miners. Onnadiau manufac- 
turers did not turn out tho special machin- 
ery iiei'deil, and il ssmm no! known wlieii 
they would. Ilrliopvil ih.tl llio resolu- 
tion would have iliK' wuigbt with the fed- 
eral governiiient, and iinlucu them to re- 
move the ubnii.\iou:i iliity. 

Mr, Beaven thought that one thing had 
been lost sight of. The removal of the 
duty would niatorlally injure Canadian 
manufacture. If tln-re was any demand, 
there would lie fai-loiirs I'.'-labliahod in 
this country to siqiply il. Il was not the 
individual luiin'r.-t, \in< uiiniiu; conipanies 
that wanted to iiilroi luce cpiai l/. mining 
machinery. While iiii.\ious to advance 
mining interests, ho wished to see Can- 
adian manufactures protected and foster- 
ed. 

Hon. .Mr. Dnnsinuir had very little to 
say on tho ipie.stion. Tho Albion Iron 
Works were, he th(un;ht, ipiite ca]iablo of 
supplying all the milling machinery re- 
quired in the country. He liid not want 
to say any'.l.i'c; in till) miiiti'r, being in- 
torostbcl iu ,,i • c 'inp.iny i-.;,-: i.uiiod. 

Mr. Grant thought it would be a good 
thing for the government to bonus tho 
manufacture at homo of quartz mining 
machinery. 

Mr. (.)rr said that hn though tho recent 
discoveries atTexada island and elsewhere 
would induce home manufacturers to turn 
. out tho mftchinery required. Until this 
' maohiuery could bo got at homo, ho 
thought the least the Federal govcriimont 
could do to encimrage mining induatries 
wan to remove the lUity on mining ma- 
chinery. 

iMr. Fry was heartily in accord with the 
spirit of till' rcrtolul ion, liut tlmught that 
an inch'lliiili- perioii of e.\eiiipl ion should 
nothoaakeil [or. I le thought if machinery 
was oxenqjt until July, 1890, it would bo 
perfectly satisfactory. 

Hon. Mr. W'riinii advised that tho 
words "cannot bo inaile in Canaila" ho 
struck out. Tho machinery could be 
made, but is not, and until such time as it 
was made, ho thouglit imported niacbinory 
should bp e;cunipt, He cidled_ attention

Mr. Grant) (warmly) — It'a hard to tell 
which your side it.

Hon. Mr. Robsou rose to reply to tho 
remarks inado by tho hon. member for 
Cassiar in regard to tho fact that tho 
present goveriimont had brought about 
no grout improvement; had made no great 
blunder.
